Ho Chi Minh Government radio broadcasts are received regularly by the Viet- 
namese in northeastern Thailand.

other large Vietnamese centers, a radio receiver is set up in the Viet Mirth 
"club," where the Vietnamese assemble regularly for the broadcasts. The 
audience, which is quiet and ^ttontive, usually numbers about 200, and in- 
cludes women and children of school age* Vietnamese who live too far to 
attend the broadcasts receive rorular bulletins circulated by the district 
Viet Minh for 10 ticals a month.
